An  Ebenezer  for  the  Children  of  the  21st  Century 

Everywhere  about  us,  we  see  touted  and  parlayed  the  virtues  of  sending  our  very  youngest  out  into  the  hands  of  those  we  so  blithely 
label  as  "caregivers."  Statistics  grimly  tell  us  that  over  half  the  labor  force  is  now  composed  of  women,  many  of  them  in  the 
childbearing  years.  Today  more  infants  than  ever  before  in  our  history  are  spending  less  time  with  their  mothers;  more  than  one  out 
of  every  three  mothers  with  a  child  under  three  is  employed  and  almost  fifty  percent  of  the  mothers  of  preschoolers  work  outside  the 
home.  These  figures,  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  probably  grossly  underestimate  the  actual  statistics;  many  children  are 
kept  in  homes  in  groups  of  five  or  six  and  are  never  included  in  such  reports. Young  children,  at  their  most  viable  life  time  period,  are 
left  in  situations  unfamiliar,  with  persons  unknown,  for  very  long  periods  of  time. 

In  my  own  profession,  teaching,  teachers  are  allowed  to  have  a  maternity  leave  of  approximately  six  weeks-a  meager  token  of  time 
for  the  most  important  teaching  tasks  a  professional  teacher  could  ever  face!  When  other  siblings  (often  preschoolers  themselves) 
are  involved,  the  problems  intensify. 

With  this  year's  first  grade  class,  our  schools  are  just  beginning  to  reap  the 
"products"  of  six-years-minus-six-weeks  of  "daycare  children."  Have  you  talked 
with  a  first  grade  teacher  this  year  about  how  children  have  changed?  Obvious  to 
even  rank  beginners  are  such  things  as  extremely  hostile  behaviors  (what's  mine  is 
mine  and  don't  you  forget  it!)  from  both  male  and  female  students;  a  dramatic  rise 
in  emotional  and  learning  disabled  children;  classroom  management  problems 
which  have  increased  geometrically  with  the  high  divorce  rate,  single-parent 
family,  and  latch  key  syndromes. 

Our  children,  our  MOST  PRECIOUS  NATURAL  RESOURCE,  are  being  robbed  of 
their  natural  heritage  by  our  own  short-sightedness  and,  actually,  our  own 
selfishness  Economics,  it  appears,  has  demanded  that  both  parents  must  work  in 
order  to  buy  a  "home;"  young  parents  are  being  led  to  believe  that  "optimal 
childcare"  and  "earlier  kindergarten,  "  that  is  for  2's,  3's,  4's  and  5's,  is  to  be 
preferred  ABOVE  other  arrangements  for  parenting. 

T.  Berry  Brazelton  states  that  the  critical  time  tor  the  major  caregiver  (and  it  needs 
to  be  the  mother)  is  probably  the  immediate  five  months  following  birth  (for  a  full- 
term  baby;  premature  babies  or  at-risk  babies  need  more  time).  What  will  it  take  for 
the  teaching  profession,  for  the  medical  profession,  for  concerned  parents,  for 
whomever-to  stand  up  and  demand  that  children  need  more  care  and  nurturance  in 
the  home  setting,  provided  by  the  major  caregiver  and  NOT  earlier  organized  day  or 
academic  childcare  -  whether  provided  by  the  State,  church  or  private  business? 

Fathers  need,  also,  to  be  allowed  more  quality  time  breaks  for  parenting.  School 
systems,  businesses,  and  the  medical  profession  need  to  recognize  and  lead  in 
formulating  new,  progressive  FAMILY  childbirth/childcare  leave  policies  which 
give  more  options  than  are  currently  available  Individual  couples  need  to  seriously 
question  whether  organized  childcare-even  in  the  best  of  circumstances-is 
desirable  for  maximal  development  of  the  child. 

The  children  entering  daycare  this  year  will  spend  approximately  fifty  hours  per 
week  in  organized  daycare  Much  of  this  "home"  time  will  be  spent  sleeping, 
eating,  bathing,  and  getting  ready  to  go  back  to  daycare.  To  ask  who  or  what  is 
doing  the  parenting  is  a  moot  question;  but  have  we  thought  about  it?  Do  we  care? 

Sixteen  years  from  now  when  the  year  2000  arrives  (assuming  it  does),  our 
newborns  this  year  will  be  seventeen;  our  six-year  olds  will  be  twenty-three.  Our 
present  population  statistics  indicate  that  more  and  more  people  will  be  living 
longer  and  longer  lives,  the  new  "middle-agers"  will  be  caught  in  a  terrific  bind  - 
between  the  demands  of  the  elderly  and  the  new  "daycare  generation"  of  young 
people 

These  children,  yours  and  mine,  will  enter  and  will  largely  control  the  destiny  and 
direction  of  the  21st  century;  as  with  other  generations  before  us,  the  answer  to  the 
question  of  "Who  is  caring  for  the  children?"  returns  with  a  haunting  ring...

John  Christian,  head  of  the 
College's  Audio  Visuals  Department, 
heads  a  committee  whose  assignment  is 
to  work  closely  with  builders  and  the  ar- 
chitect, Jack  Mitchell,  to  insure  provi- 
sion of  all  the  physical  essentials  basic 
to  the  teaching  of  religion  and  music  and 
to  the  audio-visual  quality  of  perfor- 
mances within  the  building.  Choice  of 
colors,  installation  of  seating,  and 
related  items  that  must  be  done  prior  to 
the  final  finishing  work  are  being  careful- 
ly selected  and  planned. 

Mrs.  Deanna  McBroom,  of  the 
Music  Department,  heads  a  committee 
appointed  to  formulate  and  expedite  the 
thousands  of  details  concerning 
celebrations  that  will  mark  the  opening 
year  of  the  long-awaited  spiritual  center 
of  the  campus.

GLEANINGS    FROM  THE  PAGES  OF 
THE  BCC  FACULTY  NEWSLETTER 

Paul  Reltzer  is  presently  gathering 
information  on  the  commercial  history 
of  Charleston.  He  first  became 
interested  in  this  topic  while  helping  to 
produce  a  book  entitled  South  Carolina 
by  the  Sea.  This  book  was  published  by 
the  Bicentennial  Commission  in  1976, 
and  it  concerned  Charleston's  history  as 
a  seaport. 

Dr.  Reitzer,  Chairman,  Department 
of  History  and  Political  Science,  is  now 
concentrating  on  the  early  history  of 
manufacturing  in  Charleston.  He  says 
that  artifacts  excavated  at  locations 
such  as  the  site  of  the  new  Convention 
Center  indicate  that,  even  in  the  early 
eighteenth  century,  a  large  variety  of 
goods  were  being  manufactured  locally. 
Dr.  Reitzer  is  not  studying  furniture 
production,  which  has  already  been 
thoroughly  researched,  but  is 
concentrating  on  the  products  of 
watchmakers,  gunsmiths,  and 
producers  of  bottled  products  such  as 


beers,  soda  waters,  mineral  waters,  and 
patent  medicines. 

Patent  medicines  evidently  sold 
well  during  this  period.  Particularly 
popular  were  Kurnitzky's  Wiregrass 
Tonic  and  Bishoff's  Carolina  Tula  Tonic, 
at  least  200,000  bottles  of  which  were 
manufactured  during  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury in  Charleston.  The  Aimar  family, 
which  owned  a  drug  store  on  King  Street 
which  closed  only  a  few  years  ago,  also 
produced  its  own  product,  Flytrap  Bit- 
ters, which  was  dispensed  from  their 
store  in  the  early  nineteenth  century. 
These  patent  medicines  evidently  had 
quite  remarkable  properties,  for  they 
were  advertised  as  effective  in  treating 
ailments  as  various  as  chronic 
stomachaches,  rheumatism,  ague,  and 
tuberculosis. 

Besides  examining  manufactured 
artifacts,  Dr.  Reitzer  also  studies  written 
records  such  as  eighteenth-century  city 
directories  and  newspapers  as  well  as 
out-of-town  trade  journals  which 
sometimes  give  information  about

Charleston  business  during  this  period 
He  is  using  this  information  to  trace 
how  business  developed  in  the  Broad 
Street  area  and  then  migrated 
northward  toward  the  "Neck." 

His  research  is  bringing  to  light  in- 
formation about  Charleston's  social  as 
well  as  commercial  history,  for  the  ex- 
cavation of  an  old  Charleston  homesite 
can  reveal  clues  about  the  social  class  of 
the  family  who  lived  there.  If  the  discard- 
ed items  that  are  unearthed  are  mainly  of 
local  manufacture,  one  might  conclude 
that  the  people  living  at  the  site  were  not 
very  wealthy.  Imported  rubbish  could  in- 
dicate the  home  of  a  Charleston 
Aristocrat. 

No  authoritative  history  of 
Charleston  has  yet  been  written,  and  Dr. 
Reitzer  hopes  that  the  information  he 
has  gathered  will  be  useful  to  anyone 
who  ever  takes  on  that  task.  For  the  time 
being,  he  is  sending  the  information  he 
gathers  to  the  Charleston  Museum.

Nothing  fascinates  G.G.  Dowlmg 
quite  so  much  as  people  Observing, 
experiencing  encounters,  studying 
human  nature  has  been  his  life-long 
interest.  He  has  traveled  the  world  over, 
visiting  places  well-known  and  places 
remote,  and  has  felt  akin  somehow,  and 
at  home  most  of  the  time,  wherever  he 
has  been 

G.G  Dowling's  musings,  recount- 
ing experiences,  reviving  memories  and 
meditating  over  the  people  and  places  of 
his  past  are  all  distinctly  characterized 
by  his  sensitivity  to  others-- 
appreciation  for  the  quality  of  human 
dignity  and  colored  with  his  instinctive 
appreciation  for  people  who  provide 
their  surroundings  with  dimensions  of 
compassion,  consideration  and 
understanding  His  own  insatiable  thirst 
for  knowledge  and  eagerness  to  provide 
opportunities  for  others  creates  an 
example  of  the  erudite  individual- -and  of 
a  Southern  Gentleman  in  the  truest 
sense  of  the  word 

There  is  little  doubt  his  life  has  been 
profoundly  influenced  by  the  personality 
of  his  grandfather,  William  Hamilton 
Dowling  of  Hampton  County, 
(1842-1924).  Stories  of  his  grandfather's 
experiences  as  a  chaplain  in  the  Civil 
War,  plus  his  early  recognition  that 
everybody  knew  and  respected  grand- 
father, served  to  imprint  examples  and 
standards  in  Dowling's  mind  that  have 
influenced  many  of  the  paths  his  life  has 
taken. 

"Grandfather  went  out  of  his  way 
to  make  people  feel  respected  He 
listened  to  everybody  He  had  dozens  of 


grandchildren,  and  I  always  felt  he  was 
too  important  for  me  to  get  very  close  to, 
but  I  remember  him  vividly  as  an  old 
man  with  a  white  beard.  I  recall  hearing 
how  he  had  been  a  fighting  chaplain.  He 
was  a  cavalryman  and  carried  his 
horse-pistol  and  saber  into  battle.  He 
was  19  years  old  when  he  entered  the 
war,  and  he  fought  in  the  last  battle 
before  Appomattox  Later  he  wrote  for 
the  Hampton  County  Guardian  He 
wrote  a  great  many  obituaries,  because 
he  knew  all  about  everybody  They  paid 
him  $2  a  column,  I  believe  Lots  of 
people  said  he  was  a  saint. 
Grandmother    always   stayed    in  the 


kitchen  and  seemed  content  for  him  to 
get  all  the  attention  When  he  died  his 
obituary  was  written  by  Dr  Ellis  Filler, 
who  was  then  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Seminary.  They  said 
he  died  saying  he  had  never  tasted 
alcohol  or  played  cards  or  danced  a  set. 
Grandfather  had  very  definite  moral 
standards  I  think  that  one  of  the  things 
that  impressed  me  most  was  that  he  had 
over  200  children  named  for  him  by 
admiring  parents  " 

This  same  ability  to  be  sensitive  to 
individuals,  their  feelings  and  need  for 
attention,  approval  and  encouragement 
was  also  the  personality  trait  that  was 
the  bond  that  drew  Dowling  into  special 
closeness  with  his  sister,  Louise,  who 
was  just  two  and  a  half  years  older  than 
he.  He  speaks  of  her,  even  today,  with  a 
small  catch  in  his  voice  as  he  describes 
her  rather  brief  life.  "Nobody  ever  came 
into  contact  with  her  who  didn't  go  away 
feeling  better  about  themselves,"  he 
recalls.  "She  had  time  for  everybody. 
Even  the  boys  who  came  to  our  door  to 
deliver  groceries,  always  left  feeling 
their  job  was  very  important  and  without

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their  good  work,  the  world  would  not  be 
nearly  so  well  off.." 

G.G  Dowling's  parents,  Grafton 
Geddes  Dowling  and  his  wife,  Leonora 
Mauldin  Dowling,  both  Hampton  County 
natives,  had  two  daughters,  Ada  Lee  and 
Louise,  born  in  the  Lowcountry.  Then, 
because  of  his  interest  in  the  developing 
Upcountry,  and  being  in  real  estate,  the 
family  moved  in  1913  to  Greenwood, 
South  Carolina  Here,  G.G.  II,  and  his 
brother,  Joab  Mauldin,  were  born  "We 
were  exposed,"  Dowling  says,  "To  the 
influences  of  both  the  more  or  less  easy, 
social  ways  of  the  Lowcountry  and  to  the 
more  straight-laced  codes  of  behavior  of 
the  Upcountry.  My  father  believed  we 
should  be  in  harmony  with  what  was 
considered  the  correct  modes  of  conduct 
of  the  community  in  which  we  lived." 

But  the  Dowling  family's  holidays 
and  summers  were  spent  in  Beaufort 
Dowling  leans  back  and  smiles,  his  face 
reflecting  the  still  poignant  memories  of 
his  happy  boyhood.  "The  day  school  was 
out,  we  packed  up,  bag  and  baggage,  and 
left  for  the  old  house  on  Lady's  Island  on 
the  Coosaw  River  We  were  there,  all  of 
us  together,  for  every  Christmas,  Easter, 
Thanksgiving  We  had  no  electricity,  no 
radios  We  swam,  fished,  lazed  and 
read  " 

G.G.  Dowling  was  graduated  from 
Greenwood  High  School  in  1932,  and 
won  a  competitive  scholarship  to  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  where  he 
earned  the  A.B.,  the  LLB  and  the  Juris 
Doctor  Degrees.  Graduating,  he  worked 
1938  to  1942  as  a  Government  Attorney, 
then  entered  the  military  and  was 
discharged  in  1946  as  a  First  Lt.  U.S.  Ar- 
my. In  1946  he  formed  a  law  partnership 
with  his  brother,  Joab,  in  the  firm  of 
Dowling  and  Dowling,  (later  Dowling, 
Sanders,  Dukes  and  Svalina,  P. A.). 

He  was  elected  to  the  South 
Carolina  House  of  Representatives  in 
1948,  just  thirty  years  after  his  father 
had  been  elected  to  the  same  post.  He 
served  there  until  1950. 

During  World  War  II,  Edith  Bannister,  a 
young  lady  from  Lancashire,  England, 
came  to  New  York  to  work  promoting 
America's   public   interest   in  joining 


Allied  forces  in  England's  battle  against 
Germany.  An  Oxford  University 
graduate,  having  earned  three  degrees, 
she  had  been  offered  a  position  in  the 
Ministry  of  Information.  Like  the  man 
she  was  to  marry,  she  had  a  strong  taste 
for  travel,  and  was  already  experienced 
in  making  her  own  way  in  foreign  coun- 
tries. On  her  staff  in  New  York  was  a  girl 
who  bragged  a  lot  about  her  home  town 
of  Beaufort,  South  Carolina.  She  insisted 
Miss  Bannister  should  "come  see" 
before  she  returned  to  England,  once  the 
war  was  over. 

Miss  Bannister  accepted  the 
invitation,  and  G.G  Dowling's  marital 
future  was  settled  when  they  met  at  a 
party  in  Cherokee  Inn,  Beaufort.  Their 
marriage,  he  muses  affectionately,  is  the 
element  that  has  provided  the  spark  of 
excitement  and  adventure  that  has 
enhanced  his  entire  career.  He  is  quick 
to  say  it  is  her  intellectual  stimulation 
that  has  kept  his  own  interests  wide- 
ranging,  and  has  been  to  the  betterment 
of  the  entire  family 

Their  wedding,  he  recalls,  was  a

"simple  ceremony  at  8  a.m.,  December 
4,  1949.  "We  have  had  many  happy 
years,  and  three  wonderful  children.  My 
wife's  influence  has  enriched  our  lives. 
We  have  made  about  twenty-five  trips  to 
England."  The  children  went  every  few 
years  since  1958  to  their  mother's 
girlhood  home.  Even  since  the  children 
are  all  grown  and  married,  the  elder 
Dowlings  continue  to  visit  England 
nearly  every  year. 

Their  son  David,  a  Sewanee 
graduate,  is  a  musician,  owns  a  music 
shop  in  St.  Augustine,  Florida.  He  and 
his  wife,  Pamela  are  parents  to  the 
Dowling's  only  grandchild,  Bonnie,  who 
will  be  two  years  old  in  August 

G.G.  Dowling  III,  a  B.S.  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Virginia  with  a  M.S. 
degree  from  Georgia  Tech,  and  his  wife, 
Betty,  live  in  Atlanta.  He  has  an 
architectural  practice.  His  wife,  Betty,  is 
a  Professor  of  Architecture  at  Georgia 
Tech. 

The  youngest  Dowling  is  Edith 
Elizabeth,  a  fine  arts  graduate  of 
Harvard.  She  is  a  writer,  and  currently 
Art  Director  of  the  Raleigh  News  and 
Observer  Her  husband,  also  a  Harvard 
graduate,  teaches  Criminal  Law  at 
University  of  North  Carolina's  Institute 
of  Government. 

The  late  1950  s  and  early  1960  s 
brought  emphasis  on  education  to  the 
foreground  of  thought  to  concerned 
people  in  this  part  of  the  state,  where  the 
emerging  high  tide  of  high  school 
graduates  pointed  up  need  for  college 
opportunities.  Thus  it  was  in  1957  Mr 
and  Mrs.  Dowling  spearheaded  the 
beginnings  of  the  University  of  South 
Carolina's  Branch  at  Beaufort.  They 
were  the  first  professors  and  taught 
evening  classes,  she  in  English  and 
American  Literature;  he  in  Political 
Science  and  Economics.  The  school  now 
enrolls  more  than  a  thousand  students. 

These  were  the  years  filled  with  in- 
volvements that  brought  still  more  op- 
portunities and  recognitions.  The  gentle, 
genial  personality  that  undergirds  the 
professional  abilities  of  G.G.  Dowling  in- 
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evitably  brought  him  additional  oppor- 
tunities for  public  service.  His  influence 
was  felt  in  areas  that  spanned  civic  to 
professional  to  social.  His  spiritual  life 
took  public  form  when  as  a  very  young 
boy  he  joined  his  parent's  home  church, 
South  Main  Street  Baptist  Church, 
Greenwood.  He  remains  firmly  Baptist  to 
this  day. 

He  was  Chairman  of  the  S.C.  Highway 
Commission;  prosecuting  attorney  of 
the  14th  Judicial  Circuit,  Chairman  of 
Port  Royal  Port  Authority.  He  has  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee, 
Sixth  Naval  District,  Chairman,  S.C.  Pro- 
bation, Parole  Pardon  Board,  President 
USC  Alumni  Association,  Member  the 
Executive  Committee,  USC  Educational 
Foundation;  Chairman  and  President 
S.C.  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Member  of 
South  Carolina's  Reorganization  Com- 
mission, and  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  College  at  Charleston's 
Board  of  Trustees  in  1972;  Member  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors  for  Clemson  Univer- 
sity, American  Academy  of  Political 
Science. 

During  1974  to  1979  he  was  a 
Presidential  Delegate  to  the  United 
Nations  Conferences  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland.  From  1 974  to  1 977  he  was 
in  Geneva  to  work  on  revising  the 
International  Rules  of  Warfare.  Dowling 
found  these  experiences  fascinating. 
Again,  his  delight  in  studying  human 
nature  served  to  make  those  years 
especially  fruitful.  The  study  of  the 
innerworkings  of  matters  that  pertain  to 
international  communications  pointed 
up  for  him  underlying  causes  as  towhy 
there  are  so  many  unresolved  conflicts 
among  heads  of  nations  "There  were 
159  nations  represented,''  Dowling 
recalls.  "We  spent  a  lot  of  time, 
and  accomplished  very  little  We 
couldn't  even  come  to  agreement  on  a 
world-wide  symbol  for  the  Red  Cross.'' 
He  ponders  the  reasons  why  in  our  own 
country  there  are  differences  that 
hamper  governmental  efforts.  "Our 
own  state  department,  for  example,  has 
its  own  distinct  characteristics  of  being 
a  bit  aloof,  even  from  other  beaurocrats 
in  this  country.  It  is  this  seeming 
inability  to  relinquish  even  a  small 
portion  of  our  distinctions  that  keep  us 
from  progress  many  times." 


The  world  situation  shows  little 
signs  of  becoming  any  less  complicated, 
as  Dowling  sees  it.  And  at  this  time 
there  is  no  discernible  world  leader 
whose  influence  is  clearly  making 
significant  progress  in  solving 
differences  And  what  makes  a  world 
leader?  Dowling  believes  the  potential 
for  great  leadership  depends  on  who  is 
on  the  scene  when  a  world  situation 
presents  the  opportunity  or  the 
challenge  for  an  individual  to  be 
effective  He  believes  there  is  probably 
one  chance  in  a  hundred  for  a  leader  to 
reveal  greatness.  The  world  always 
cries  out  for  great  leadership. 
Sometimes  it  takes  many  years  for 
history  to  reveal  whose  contribution  it 
was  that  made  a  difference.  I  doubt 
many  people  thought  Lincoln  was  a 
great  leader  at  the  time.  Churchill, 
Napoleon  and  Roosevelt  might  not  have 
been  so  well  remembered  had  they  not 
showed  up  at  the  time  they  did  and  at 
that  place.  When  there  is  a  dire  oppor- 
tunity we  see  what  the  men  at  the  head 
of  things  are  made  of.  I  think  highly  of 
Ronald  Reagan  and  of  Margaret  That- 
cher, but  I  don't  know  what  history  will 
say  of  them,  or  about  the  heads  of 
government  in  Russia,  for  instance." 

Dowling  believes  the  world  is  drifting 
and  will  continue  to  drift  and  build  more 
weapons.  But  he  does  not  believe  there 


will  be  a  war,  because  both  sides  are 
afraid  to  unleash  the  ulitimate  weapon. 

The  Dowlings  have  visited  Russia 
three  times.  Mrs.  Dowling  was  there 
when  she  was  1 9  years  old  as  a  guest  of 
the  Intourist  Agency  They  went  to 
Russia  together  in  1971  and  1976.  "I 
have  no  desire  to  return  another  time," 
he  says.  "If  one  could  go  there  and  stay 
long  enough  to  get  to  know  people  and 
to  gain  trust.  But  the  Russian 
government  is  very  restrictive.  At  the 
border  they  confiscated  all  our 
magazines  and  reading  materials  we 
had  brought  along  just  for  entertain-

Sherry  McGregor  is  delicately 
boned,  and  stands  approximately  five 
feet,  six  inches.  Her  animated  face, 
accented  with  twinkling  blue  eyes,  is 
framed  with  an  abundance  of  ash- 
blond,  softly  curling  hair 

You'd  never  pick  her  out  of  a  crowd 
as  being  the  strongest  physically  nor 
the  one  whose  responsibility  is  to  body 
guard  the  male  vocalist  or  the  frail  girl 
in  the  wheel  chair,  performing  on  stage 

Never  mind.  That's  the  part  that 
never  fails  to  bring  a  chortle  of  laughter 
from  Sherry  It  is  the  same  kind  of 
surprise  people  exhibit  when,  after 
learning  she  has  a  black  belt 
(equivalent,  she  says,  to  the  Ph.D.)  in 
karate,  that  she  is  a  Psychology  major 
and  a  Religion  minor  at  Baptist  College. 

Sherry  is  a  bagfull  of  surprises. 
Turn  her  around,  and  read  on  the  back 
of  her  Gi  (karate  attire)  the  words,  "God 
is  my  best  kick! "  Her  relationship  to  God 
is  the  most  important  part  of  her  "secret 
to  success"'  she  will  tell  you. 

She  was  eight  years  old,  living  in 
Cocoa  Beach,  Florida,  when  her  mother 
and  grandmother  took  her  to  see  a 
karate  demonstration,  then  to  sign  her 
up  for  six  weeks  of  lessons,  taught  by  a 
husband  and  wife  team. 

"Nobody  insisted  I  do  it.  They  let  me 
decide,  then  encouraged  me  to  stay 
with  it.  It  wasn't  hard  to  stay  with  it. 
Right  away  I  had  a  feeling  I  was  going  to 
like  karate  a  lot.  I've  always  been  a 
tomboy  You  have  to  defend  yourself  if 
you  have  three  brothers.  And  I  really 
love  baseball  and  basketball.  Actually,  I 
got  a  scholarship  in  basketball  But  after 
awhile  I  knew  I  really  loved  karate,  and 
gave  up  all  other  sports  to  spend  more 
time  perfecting  my  karate. 

"I  always  believed  in  God,  but  it 
was  when  I  was  ten  years  old  that  I 
knew  I  didn't  enjoy  beach  life,  wild 
crowds,  and  trying  to  be  cool.  One  night 
at  a  church  service  the  Lord  changed 
my  life,  and  I  gave  Him  my  talent  Later, 
the  evidence  of  God  in  my  life  was 
recognized  by  my  mother 

"My  Mom  loves  to  study  people. 
She  has  a  lot  of  admiration  for  the 
philosophies  of  Leo  Buscaglia,  the 
"Love  Professor"  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California.  I  think  it  was  her  in- 


fluence and  example  that  made  me 
aware,  early  in  life,  how  precious  life  is." 

"I've  been  in  lots  of  tournaments.  I 
was  lightweight  champion  for  three 
years  at  1 1  9  pounds  Now  I'm  working 
my  way  up  in  the  women's  Black  Belt 
heavyweight  division  That  means  I 
weigh  1 20  pounds.  It  may  sound 
strange,  but  I  never  feel  closer  to  the 
Lord  than  when  I  am  competing.  I  work, 
train  and  do  my  part,  and  the  Lord 
knows  I  want  to  be  used  for  His  glory 

"Being  a  professional  means  you 
live  in  your  own  small  world  You  would 
have  to  spend  many  hours  training,  and 
people  put  you  in  a  different  category  of 
expectations.  It  is  a  little  lonely 
sometimes,  but  I  wouldn't  change  the 
way  I  am,  because  I  believe  God  made 
me  and  put  me  into  this  as  a  kind  of 
witnessing  ability". 

Her  karate  instuctor  for  five  years, 
Mike  Green,  heavyweight  champion  in 
Florida,  was  perhaps  the  greatest 
influence  on  her  life.  "He's  180  pounds

room.  Yet  looking  into  her  dark  eyes,  one 
can  sense  a  controlled  drama  just 
behind  the  serenity,  a  keen  awareness  to 
life's  emotions,  an  eagerness  to  par- 
ticipate and  an  electric  energy,  carefully 
disciplined.

started  taking  dancing  lessons  early.  I 
have  studied  ballet  at  the  North 
Carolina  School  of  Art  and  at  Oklahoma 
School  of  Ballet  I  have  attended  ballet 
workshops  all  over  the  United  States 
and  studied  with  many  prominent  New 
York  teachers.  Right  now  I  am  studying 
with  the  Robert  Ivey  Ballet  in 
Charleston  and  go  across  the  Ashley 
River  every  day  for  from  two  to  six  hours 
of  practice." 

Susanne  was  1 7  when  she  won  the 
title  of  Miss  South  Carolina  Junior 
Miss.  It  was  heady  stuff  for  a  girl,  with 
unmistakable  beauty  and  talent,  to  stay 
unspoiled  through  early  years  when 
easy-to-win  acclaim  was  often 
received,  "It  took  me  awhile  to  get  my 
priorities  straight."  she  admits. 
Exposure  to  a  national  audience--her 
dancing  and  her  personality—proved  a 
life-changing  experience,  but  no  more 
significantly  than  did  her  experience- 
finding  kinship  with  the  young  women 
from  all  over  America  who  were  in 
Mobile,  Alabama  for  those  fourteen 
intense  days  before  the  contest.

LIFE  STORY  TOLD 
IN  BOOK  BY  HORLDT 

Carol  Wall  Horldt,  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  a 
1972  graduate  of  Baptist  College,  has 
written  a  book,  Reflections,  which  came 
off  the  press  February  10. 

Mrs.  Horldt,  widow  of  the  late  Dr. 
Wilbur  C.  Horldt,  has  combined 
memories  of  her  life  as  a  pastor's  wife 
with  a  collection  of  verses  she,  herself 
has  written,  along  with  poems,  short 
sayings  and  her  husband's  scrapbooks 
and  files  of  materials  they  both  used  in 
preaching,  teaching,  counseling,  and 
child  rearing. 

Dr.  Horldt  was  Superintendent  of 
Missions  in  the  Charleston  Association 
from  1954  until  his  death  in  1973.  He 
was  a  key  worker  among  the  churches 
in  the  late  1950's  and  1960  s  when 
campaigns  were  active  to  gain  funds  for 
building  a  Baptist  College  in  Charleston. 
The  honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity  Degree 
was  awarded  him  by  Baptist  College  in 
February  1972.  The  Horldt's  sons  are 
Philip,  Daniel  and  Timothy.  They  later 
adopted  a  daughter,  Faith.  Timothy  is 
also  a  Baptist  College  graduate,  and 
currently  is  pastor  of  Fort  Johnson 
Baptist  Church,  James  Island.

His  presence  was  electric.  Not 
once,  after  having  been  introduced,  did 
Dr  George  K  Schweitzer  spend  any 
words  or  moments  engaging  in  the 
usual  social  responses  generally  heard 
from  a  guest  speaker.  Moving  as  though 
on  a  tightly  coiled  spring,  pacing 
constantly,  gesturing,  he  spoke  rapidly 
in  enthusiastic,  clear,  concise  and  often 
colorfully  descriptive  phrases. 
Schweitzer  energized'  Baptist  College. 

Schweitzer  was  this  year's  Staley 
Foundation  Lecturer.  Dr.  S.M.  Mayo, 
head  of  the  Religion  Department, 
orchestrated  the  famed  scientist's  visit, 
and  netted  for  himself  the  gratitude  of 
the  Baptist  College  campus  -faculty, 
staff  and  students-  plus  a  rather  large 
number  of  local  church  people  who 
attended  during  the  evening  sessions. 

Science  asks,  "How?".  Religion 
asks,  "Who?"  Dr.  Schewitzer's  four  lec- 
tures were  framed  in  this  statement.  The 
series,  entitled  "The  Christian  Faith  in  a 
Scientific  Age"  was  composed  of  four 
lectures,  "The  Creation-Evolution  Con- 
troversy," "Life  on  Other  Planets,"  "The 
Jesus  Event,"  and  "The  Cosmic  Drama." 
Schweitzer's  dynamic  presentations 
were  based  on  his  vast  knowledge  of 
science,  theology  and  philosophy  in  all 
of  which  subjects  he  holds  the  earned 
Ph.Ds. 

As  a  swimmer  leaps  immediately 
into  the  deep  end  of  a  pool, 
Schweitzer's  lectures  began  with 
scholarly  precision,  describing  galaxies 
and  distances,  time  and  space,  and 
concluded  with  affirmations  of  his 
personal  convictions  as  to  the  power  of 
the  love  of  God,  and  challenging  his 
listeners  to  RISE  to  become  conscious, 
affirmative  participants  in  a  continuing 
creation. 

Dr.  Schweitzer  is  at  present 
Distinguished  Service  Professor  of 
Chemistry  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee,  Knoxville.  He  has  served  as 
scientific  consultant  for  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  and  conducted 
many  spiritual  emphasis  meetings  in 
churches  of  practically  every 


denomination.  He  has  lectured  on 
countless  college  campuses. 

His  hobby  is  genealogy,  and  he  is 
currently  writing  a  book  on  this  topic. 

The  Staley  Lectures  are  a  regularly 
booked    event   on    Baptist  College 


campus.  The  Staley  Foundation 
provides  learned  individuals,  gifted  in 
communication  with  young  people  and 
uniquely  prepared  through  education 
and  personal  experience  to  relate  these 
to  the  Christian  perspective.

Inside  a  bright  blue  and  white 
folder,  (from  the  BCC  Bookstore)  is  an 
IBM  listing  of  names  of  every  student, 
faculty  member  and  staff  person  on 
campus.  Also  there  is  a  small  folder, 
with  a  statement  that  Baptist  College's 
first  head  of  the  Physics  Department, 
(1965-1975)  was  Dr  Robert  Carroll, 
now  retired,  who  was  an  early  Chief 
Engineer  and  Dean  of  Academics,  US 
Naval  Test  Pilot  School,  Patuxent  River, 
Maryland,  and  that  he  taught  John 
Glenn,  Wally  Schirra,  Al  Shepherd  and 
others  Dr  Carroll's  life-long  scholarly 
research  has  been  in  the  field  of  fuel  for 
space  travel 

Additionally,  the  folder,  with  its  of- 
ficial college  seal  and  athletic  Buc- 
caneer symbol,  contains  a  contribution 
representative  of  BCC's  alumni,  Hugh 
Sprott,  a  1979  graduate  with  a  major  in 
art,  has  a  "painting"  created  of  cancell- 
ed postage  stamps,  commemorating  the 
US  Space  Program.  The  large,  hand- 
somely framed  portion,  "Space  Flight  B" 
was  to  be  unveiled  April  2,  at  Erskine  Col- 
lege, where  Sprott's  latest  showing  is  to 
be  on  display  during  the  month  of  April. 
At  the  opening  reception,  the  Space 
Flight  painting  will  be  unveiled.  At  the 
center  is  a  small  blank  space,  roughly 
the  shape  of  South  Carolina.  A  note  at- 
tached reads  that  the  design  "missing," 
"Space  Flight  A,"  will  go  aloft  April  4  on 
the  Challenger.  The  entire  work  will  be 
returned  to  Baptist  College  to  become  a 
permanent  part  of  BCC's  art  collection.

He  signed  on  because  he  needed 
the  job.  He  wasn't  particularly 
impressed  with  the  place  Building 
churches  wasn't  the  kind  of 
construction  work  he'd  done  a  lot  of.  He 
would  have  chosen  another  work  site  if 
he'd  been  given  a  choice. 

"There'll  probably  be  a  bunch  of  Ho- 
ly Joes  hanging  around  a  lot  of  the 
time,"  he  thought,  "telling  us  how  dif- 
ferent they'd  do  it  if  they'd  been  asked 
their  opinions  and  making  remarks  about 
how  we  ought  to  change  things  on  the 
blueprints  that  don't  make  good 
sense..." 

He  never  had  much  use  for  "God 
stuff."  He  said  so  several  times  those 
first  weeks  But  he  hadn't  counted  on 
how  often  people  would  stop  by,  not  to 
tell  him  how  to  do  his  job,  but  to  ask  his 
name  and  to  tell  him  they  were  glad  he 
had  come  there  to  build  the  chapel 
"Some  of  them  even  said  they'd  be 
praying  for  me,"  he  reported  "It  kind  of 
got  to  me  " 

"This  has  been  the  hardest  job  I've 
ever  had,"  he  told  me  one  day.  "There's 
been  this  weather  All  that  rain 
Everything's  been  flooded,  and  we've 
had  to  pump  it  out  time  and  time  again 
We  can't  do  anything  until  the  weather 
gets  settled  down  again  We've  had 
delays  and  things  that  just  made  me 
mad.  I  went  home  lots  of  days  swearing 
I  wasn't  coming  back  the  next  I  didn't 
need  this  kind  of  hassle!" 

I  had  gotten  to  know  him  because, 
for  some  reason,  he  had  picked  me  out 
to  be  friends  with.  Every  morning  and 
afternoon  as  I  came  and  left  in  my  car, 
there  was  the  inevitable  shouted 
greeting  from  some  part  of  the 
construction  area.  I  didn't  know  his 
name  for  a  long  time.  I  didn't  even  know 
what  he  looked  like,  except  from  a 
distance--a  tall  muscular  man  with  a 
scruffy  beard  and  an  ever-present, 
turned-down  sailor  hat,  pulled  low  over 
his  eyes.  But  he  kept  track  of  me.  One 
day  in  late  May  he  called  as  I  was 
leaving  and  said,  "Wait  a  minute  I've 
got  one  of  these  books."  He  showed  me 
a  college  annual    "I  want  you  to  write 


your  name  in  it."  I  added  a  few  words, 
saying  something  akin  to  "To  the  man 
who  is  building  a  cathedral,  May  your 
hand  be  strong,  and  your  heart  have 
peace."  He  seemed  to  like  that. 

"I'm  going  to  stay  with  this,"  he 
told  me  "It  gets  some  days  so  bad  I  still 
have  a  notion  to  leave,  but  it's  these 
kids.  They  keep  talking  to  me  about  how 
much  they  are  praying  for  me,  and  how 
glad  they  are  that  I'm  building  their 
chapel  They're  nice  kids,  but  I  don't 
know  why  they  pray  for  me.  It  really  gets 
to  me.  And  sometimes  they  beg  me  to 
come  to  those  prayer  meetings  they 
have." 

I  could  tell  he  was  a  very  intelligent 
man,  generous,  soft-hearted  and  fun- 
loving,  but  with  a  gruff  exterior  "I'm 
going  to  build  you  that  chapel,  and  I'm 
going  to  build  it  good,  and  you're  going 
to  like  it!"  He  shook  his  finger  in  my 
face,  and  I  could  tell,  as  he  said, 
"something  was  really  getting  to  him." 

On  an  impulse  I  sent  him  a  Bible 
with  a  note  saying,  "Read  this,  it  will 
answer  some  of  those  questions  you've 
been  asking  yourself.  " 

Sometime  later,  after  I  had  been 
away  for  several  months,  I  was  getting 
out  of  my  car  and  heard  again  the 
familiar  shout  of  greeting.  "Hey,  wait  a 
minute,  I've  got  to  talk  to  you!"  "You 
know  that  Book  you  gave  me?  Well,  I've 
been  reading  it  a  lot  Every  night  And 
these  kids  have  got  me  going  to  their 
prayer  meetings.  And  do  you  know 
what?"  He  moved  close  to  me  and  said 
almost  in  a  whisper,  "I've  become  a 
Christian.  I  have  accepted  Jesus  Christ. 
And  do  you  know  it  works!  That  God 
stuff  really  works!" 

Weeks  passed  One  day  the  spire 
was  placed  on  the  tower  of  the  chapel. 
"That  was  the  hardest  day  of  my  life," 
my  friend  confided  "When  that  spire 
dropped  into  place  I  almost  got  tears  in 
my  eyes.  All  at  once  I  thought  my  work 
here  is  over  I'll  be  leaving  soon  This 
place  won't  need  me  any  more.  And  I 
felt  just  awful." 

Bill  Jinks  had  become  a  people 
builder.  "I  love  these  kids  like  my  own, 


and  some  of  them  need  help  real  bad." 
His  eyes  clouded.  "They  talk  to  me 
sometimes  about  things  they  can't  tell 
other  people  about  I  wish  I  knew  what 
to  do.  I  need  to  read  that  Book  some 
more,  I  guess." 

And  again  he  wondered  aloud  how 
it  had  all  come  about  He  still  couldn't 
really  figure  out  why  it  was  those  kids 
kept  insisting  he  was  their  special 
person.  He  still  couldn't  fathom  why,  at 
this  time  in  his  life,  he  was  "getting 
religion ."  And  it  puzzled  him  why  it 
mattered  so  much  to  him  now  that  he 
would  be  leaving  when  the  chapel  was 
complete.

He  met  the  committee  of  people 
assigned  to  be  responsible  for  the 
chapel's  "finishing  work  "  Bill  was 
obviously  proud  to  be  the  tour  guide 
Around  us  the  din  of  continuing 
construction  was  a  steady  clanging, 
hammering,  and  hum  of  huge  machines

"Come  over  here,"  he  said.  "Stand 
right  at  this  spot.  This  spot,  right  here, 
is  the  absolute  center  of  the  entire 
building  Everything  is  balanced  from 
this  dead  center  spot  It's  the  heart  of 
the  whole  place."

A  Tradition 

The  large,  light  and  airy  room  with 
the  huge  fireplace  that  forms  the 
section  between  the  two  Women's 
Residence  Halls  that  creates  the  bar 
that  forms  the  "H"  shape  of  the 
dormitory  architecture  is  known  as 
"LITTLEJOHN  PARLOR." 

No  student  has  ever  had  to  ask 
twice  where  they  might  find  Littlejohn 
Parlor  It  is  perhaps  more  universally 
familiar  to  the  entire  student  body  than 
any  other  single  place  on  campus. 

From  1970  when  the  room  was 
named  to  honor  Mrs.  Evelyn  Louise 
Hicks  Littlejohn,  there  have  been  few 
hours  when  there  were  no  students 
sitting  somewhere  within  its  walls 
There  have  been  countless  parties, 
receptions,  Christmas,  club  and 
committee  programs  here,  dormitory 
projects,  photography  sessions,  music 
rehearsals,  demonstrations  and  deep 
discussions,  hours  on  end  Not  to 
mention  romances  that  have  started.  .  .

A  portrait  of  Mrs.  Littlejohn,  by 
DeViolette  Bernhardt,  was  unveiled  that 
day  in  1970,  and  it  still  hangs  in  the 
Parlor.  Thirteen  freshmen  classes  have 
come  to  Baptist  College  since  then. 
Littlejohn  Parlor  has  provided  a 
priceless  asset  to  student  life  to  them 
all. 

The  room's  furnishings  were 
provided  by  the  Littlejohn  family. 
Broadus  Richard  (Dick)  Littlejohn  was  a 
member  of  Baptist  College's  first  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  he  gave  valuable 
assistance  to  the  many  hours  of 
deliberations  that  went  into  the 
development  and  planning  of  the 
College 

Mrs.  Littlejohn  died  February  27. 
She  was  the  widow  of  B.R.  Littlejohn,  the 
founder  of  Community  Cash  Stores, 
Spartanburg.  She  was  a  graduate  of 
Greenville's  Woman's  College  and  a 
member  of  Spartanburg's  First  Baptist 
Church.

ESL  Classes 
To  Be  Offered 

A  program  for  refugees  and/or 
entrants  to  this  country  to  study  English 
as  a  second  language  is  being  initiated 
by  Baptist  College  at  Charleston.

Classes  will  be 
offered  during  both  day  and  evening 
hours  and  will  admit  up  to  20  persons 
per  class.

Monitoring  Offices,  has  accepted  an 
invitation  to  present  a  paper  in  the 
Virgin  Islands  in  April. 

A  conference  on  Earthquake  Risks 
and  Hazard  Analysis  was  staged  in  April 
in  Puerto  Rico  and  in  St  Thomas 
Sponsored  by  The  U.S.  Geological 
Survey  System  and  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency, 
participants  from  more  than  50  areas 
attended  the  conference. 

Mrs.  Bagwell  says  the  Virgin 
Islands'  history  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
Charleston  area,  in  that  their  most 
damaging  earthquake  occurred  in  1850 
and  there  have  been  numerous  smaller 
quakes  since. 

Sears  Grant  Announced 

Dr.  R.  David  Hodge,  in  charge  of 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston's  Develop- 
ment Department,  announced  in 
January,  receipt  of  a  Sears-Roebuck 
Foundation  Grant  of  $1,600. 

D  R.  Braswell  of  the  Charleston 
office  for  Sears-Roebuck  Foundation 
notified  Baptist  College  that  it  was  one 
of  18  privately  supported  colleges  and 
universities  in  S  C.,  that  are  to  share  in 
the  $20,000  allocated  for  this  state.

ment.  Russian  people  are  the  most 
anxious  people  in  the  world,  I  believe 
They  have  suffered  much  under 
invading  forces  during  their  past  two 
generations  and  they  think,  who  will 
invade  us  next?  They  think  of 
Americans  as  people  with  horns  and 
teeth  like  a  shark 

"A  farmer  from  the  country  with  a 
cart  full  of  onions  to  sell  may  cause  a 
minor  riot  on  the  street  People  have  so 
little  to  choose  from  to  buy  In  the  stores 
there  is  little  on  the  shelves  of  canned 
food  And  even  to  buy  anything  one  has 
a  three-step  process  You  pick  what  you 
want,  stand  in  line,  and  they  give  you  a 
piece  of  paper  to  take  across  the  store 
where  you  stand  in  line  again  to  pay,  and 
get  a  receipt  which  you  bring  back  to  the 
first  counter  to  receive  your  purchase, 
standing  in  line  again.  Professional  peo- 
ple on  the  streets  carry  a  briefcase  in 
one  hand  and  a  string  bag  in  the  other. 
To  and  from  work  they  may  be  able  to 
buy  an  onion,  two  eggs,  a  cabbage  to  put 
into  their  string  bag  to  take  home." 

The  Dowling's  sincere  interest  in 
people,  how  they  live,  think,  work,  and 
create  for  themselves  lives  satisfying 
and  productive,  is  the  impetus  for  their 
countless  excursions 

"We  always  go  surface  travel," 
Dowling  relates.  In  1969  we  flew 
twenty-two  hours  from  Hong  Kong  to 
Istanbul.  And  we  said  never  again  Now 
we  always  manage  to  get  wherever  we 
want  to  go  by  train,  bus,  car,  or 
steamship  "  The  Dowlings  have  been 
around  the  world  three  times,  twice 
from  the  West  once  from  the  East  They 
prefer  the  western  direction,  because 
they  don't  get  ship  lag.  Last  year  they 
left  January  7  and  returned  April  1  In 
February  they  were  in  Shanghai,  China 
being  greeted  by  throngs  of  "the  cutest, 
sweetest  little  dark-eyed  children  you 
ever  saw  ,"  he  recalls  "People  say  if  you 
go  to  China  and  don't  fall  in  love  with 
the  children,  you've  missed  the  whole 
experience,  and  I  believe  it..."  Get  out 
your  world  map,  put  your  finger  on  any 
country,  any  of  the  world's  "far  distant 
places,  with  their  strange  sounding 
names,"  and  you  will  have  pointed  out 
a  place  the  Dowlings  have  explored 

"I  like  Australia,  too,"  Dowling 
muses  "It  is  like  this  country  was  a  long 
time  ago  And  they  like  Americans  They 
love   our   cowboy   movies,   and  they 


emulate  a  lot  of  the  aspects  of  American 
life." 

No  day  is  complete  for  G  G 
Dowling  that  does  not  hold  some 
opportunity  to  get  close  enough  to 
someone  to  find  a  way  to  give  them  a 
hand  of  help  along  their  way  "Nothing 
gives  me  a  greater  kick  than  to  be  able 
to  do  something  for  someone  they  can't 
do  for  themselves,"  he  says  "Many 
times  it  is  a  very  small  thing  for 
me  maybe  just  one  telephone  call.  But 
it  makes  a  big  difference  for  them. 
People  in  trouble,  worried,  often  can't 
think  straight.  I  can't  think  of  anything 
that  makes  a  day  better  for  me  than 
when  I  can  do  something  that  really 
helps  somebody  I  think  that  is  at  the 
base  of  religion.  We  are  put  here  to  help 
other  people.  This  is  our  primary 
mission,  and  to  live  life  so  as  not  to 
cause  trouble  or  be  offensive  to  anyone. 
Serve  others  when  you  can.  Help  people 
who  cannot  help  themselves  " 

Dowling's  office  building  is  a 
modern,  beautiful  architecture  that 
faces  the  water  across  the  street. 
Inside,  the  atmosphere  is  conducive  to 
thoughtful  awareness  of  professional 
business  being  carefully  conducted. 
Down  the  hallway,  across  from  a  well- 
appointed,  large  conference  room,  is 
the  door  to  Dowling's  private  office. 
Here  the  atmosphere  changes  from 
formal  to  friendly  The  walls  are  literally

sight,  covered  with  piles  of  papers,  files, 
letters  and  books  "It's  the  way  I  like  it," 
he  says  "And  since  1938  when  I  began 
practice,  I've  never  lost  a  document  or  a 
file.  I've  been  lucky,  I  guess.  I've  never 
lost  a  deed  or  copy  of  a  will." 

Dowling  is  a  sentimentalist  And  he 
isn't  reluctant  to  admit  it  Friends  mean 
a  lot  to  him  He  points  to  a  photograph 
of  himself  with  the  late  Senator  L. 
Mendel  Rivers  "He  was  a  mighty  good 
friend.  I  was  his  campaign  manager  in 
his  last  race.  He  was  boyish  to  the  end 
We  had  many  good  times  together,  and  I 
felt  the  loss  very  deeply  when  he 
died..." 

One  gets  the  feeling,  departing  from 
this  room,  that  G.G.  Dowling's  own 
boyishness  is  just  below  the  surface.  His 
zest  for  life,  his  objective  point  of  view  of 
"all  things  considered"  shows  in  his 
eyes.  Having  invested  his  life  in  a  sincere 
attempt  to  carry  out  with  honor  his  own 
personal  stewardship  of  his  time  and 
gifts  of  personality  and  ability,  he  is 
reflecting  more  than  he  perhaps  realizes, 
the  greatness  of  the  character  and  sense 
of  purpose  he  so  admired  in  his  Chaplain 
Grandfather  Dowling.

Mr.  Gaskins  has  a  B.S.  degree  in  Finance 
and  an  M.  Ed.  degree,  both  from  The 
University  of  South  Carolina.  He  taught 
and  coached  for  five  years  at  Bishopville 
and  Florence,  S.C.,  before  becoming 
Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  at 
Trident  Technical  College,  where  he 
served  from  1978  until  his  acceptance  of 
the  position  at  Baptist  College. 

Mr.  Gaskins  has  made  changes  in 
the  registration  process,  some  of  which 
are  evident  in  the  streamlined  pre- 
registration  procedures  that  are  being  in- 
stituted this  semester.  He  is  also  work- 
ing in  records  management,  especially 
through  fully  computerizing  the  handling 
of  transcripts.  This  enormous  task  in- 
volves "backloading"  all  pre-1981  stu- 
dent records  into  the  computer  system, 
and  in  making  present  computerized 
systems  for  handling  post-1981  records, 
making  them  more  sophisticated  and 
flexible. 

Mr.  Gaskins  expects  to  conclude 
this  task  during  the  summer  so  that  by 
next  fall  faculty  advisers  can  expect  to 
receive  printouts  of  the  complete 
transcripts  of  all  their  advisees. 

MORE  ON  FACULTY 

An  article  entitled  "Flowcharting  as 
a  Prewriting  Activity"  by  Eve  Coleman  of 
the  Foundations  Studies  Department  ap- 
peared in  the  Winter,  1983,  issue  of  Com- 
puters, Reading  and  Language  Arts.  The 
term  "prewriting"  refers  to  the  first 
stage  of  composition,  when  the  writer 
generates  and  organizes  the  material 
that  he  is  going  to  include  in  his  com- 
position. Mrs.  Coleman's  article  states 
that  having  students  compose 
flowcharts  before  writing  "Giving  Direc- 
tions" compositions  forces  them  "to 
think  through  the  logical  steps  involved 
in  the  'Giving  Directions'  paper." 

Tunis  Romein  of  the  English  depart- 
ment has  been  notified  that  an  article  he 
has  written  on  John  Donne's  Holy  Son- 
net XIV  has  been  accepted  for  publica- 
tion by  The  Explicator.  Holy  Sonnet  XIV, 
which  was  probably  composed  in  1610, 
contains  some  challenging  and  complex 
figurative  language.  Dr.  Romein's  article 
offers  a  possible  interpretation  of  the 
most  disputed  passage  in  the  poem.

because    Hodge's    life    has   met  a 
milestone  and  found  his  personal  faith 
sufficient  to  keep  him  steady  in  time  of 
change  and  challenge. 

Hodge  has  learned  resiliency.  He

He  has  been  a  consultant  to  several 
colleges,  including  Thomkins  Courtland 
College,  New  York;  Vi Ilia  Julie  College, 
Stevenson,  Maryland,  Southern  Baptist 
College,  Walnut  Ridge,  Arkansas  He 
assisted  the  S  C.  Board  for  Technical 
and  Comprehensive  Education  in 
development  of  cooperative  education 
programs  leading  to  three-year  grants 
for  nine  TEC  centers  in  South  Carolina. 
He  assisted  Midlands  Technical  College 
in  writing  their  AIDP  Grant,  and  is  the 
principal  author  of  Final  Institutional 
Planning,  Management  and  Evaluation 
for  AIDP  Grants.  He  has  served  as  con- 
sultant for  the  American  Association  of 
Community  and  Junior  College  National 
Council  for  Resource  Development,  Ac- 
tion Consortium;  Educational  Services, 
Inc.,  of  Florida;  and  the  Southern 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
Educational  Improvement  Program.

Dental  Hygiene  and  Kimberly  Anne,  a 
freshman  at  Baptist  College 

The  family  is  Baptist.  Hodge  is 
regarded  as  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Deer 
Park  Baptist  Church  family,  in  that  for  a 
number  of  years,  Dr.  Hodge  was  chair- 
man of  the  board  for  the  Deer  Park 
School,  and  a  faithful  participant  in 
many  areas  of  that  church's  community 
service.
